At last the Bay State deaf-mute* 
have taken active ward the 

establishment of a State institution. 
In December, a strong petition was 
circulated by Harry K. Babbitt, and 
was largely signed by the graduates 
of the sign and oral systems and their 
fathers or mothers. It set forth the 
claims of the deaf to be sdiwal 

instead of being compelled to 
go outside of the State ; it dwelt upon 
the rights of the taxpayers to have 
their money spent within the 
and it advocated the use of tie 
bined system for the education of all 
the deaf children according to their 
natural ability or aptitude. 

The petition made such a favorable 
impression on the Committee on Edu- 
cation at the State House, that a bill 
to establish tie Mori under the 

combined methods was drawn up, 

Elted to the House, and referred 
ack to the Committee for a bearing, 
which was set for the morning of 
February 15tb. 

Strenuous efforts were "made by the 
petitioners to bring the bn 
graduates of both systems and 
relatives to attend the meeting, and 
met with a large measure 

l of attendance, but the 
fate* were very unkind and a bliz- 
zard struck the town, piling up 
in the streets and impeding travel, ho 
that a mere handful of the petrl i 
lit.
